8^000 by January, 1906; 10,000 In March 
and by June, 1905, 15,000 .bunches perl 
month. This estimate is made on acre- 
age known to have been planted in 
January. 1904. Bellable information 
from San Francisco comes here to the 
effect that the.Hilo bananas are, the; 
beat that come into that dty. 
The 


fruit Is far and away ahead of the . 
Central American product and Is much 
superior to the Honolulu banana. There < 
can be little doubt'that the Hawaiian 
banana will eventually drive the Cen- 
tral American banana out of the mar-; 
ket provided we can fiirnlsh 60,000 to 
60,000 bunches per month. At the pres- 
ent time Honolulu and Hilo are not 
supplying anywhere near enough ba- 
nanas to supply the market. Transpor- 
tation Is the present difficulty. The. 
Enterprise now will run on schedule 
time beginning June 1, which win. be 
appreciated as the first move towards 
assisting the Industry in the transpor- 
tation line. Ventilators wfll be put In 
the forward hatch, making the Enter- 
prise a very satiinuftugy banana car- 
rier.

PEARL HARBOR, 


While no official notification han been 


received here, from the Navy Depart- 
ment relative :fev the closing of Pear 
Harbor to foreign warships, such an 
order is being transmitted to foreign 
jfovenunentft.

Brown worked for Judge Gates at Independence. While in his 


employ he married a .negress, a widow who had a 14-year-old 
daughter. One morning the Hawaiian, in a fit of drunken anger, 
struck and killed his stepdaughter.

Judge Gates represented to Governor Dockery that the murder 


was not premeditated. He showed -that' Brown is naturally kind 
and lawabiding. His failure was drink and his mlsforutne was^his 
association with a certain set of negrp,e& in Independence, said the 
judge. Brown's colored companions encouraged him in his habit 
of drink with the result that lie used ^o spend his earnings in play- 
ing the role of "good fellow" among them. They applauded his, 
drunken pranks and made the fellow teel that it was his duty to ca- 
rouse. He was recuperating from a spree when he murdered his 
stepdaughter. 


Throughout his term of imprisonment in the county jail Brown 


las been"" without friends. Even Jhis farmer employer was late in 
coming to the Hawaiian's rescue. The negroes of Independence, 
lis wife included, abandoned him as ; soon as he got into trouble.
